Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  and  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  only  one  unfavourable  deviation  from  the 
National  Statistics  and  that  is  the  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  -  in  contrast 
to  this  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  much  lower  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales. 


Cancer  of  the  lung,  heart  disease  and  accidental  deaths  continue  to 
take  a  heavy  toll  of  human  lives  which  should  be*  to  a  large  degree,  preventable 
if  modes  of  living  could  be  changed.  More  and  more  Health  Education  would 
appear  to  be  a  long  term  solution. 

Progress  in  all  the  various  necessary  schemes  is  still  governed  very 
largely  by  financial  considerations. 

Broadly  speaking  the  pressing  needs  in  the  country  areas  are  for  water 
and  sewerage  and,  in  the  town  of  Ludlow  for  housing.  Though  here  the  problem 
of  surface  drainage  is  becoming  very  urgent.  In  spite  of  the  formation  of 
Water  Boards  -  one  of  the  advantages  of  which  was  to  spread  the  financial 
load  so  that  supplies  to  rural  areas  could  be  given,  even  though  they  were 
relatively  expensive  to  instal  -  it  does  not  appear  to  be  so  easy  to  achieve 
this  in  practice.  During  the  year  the  Council  reversed  its  previous 

decision,  and  voted  against  the  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  in  the  area, 
largely  because  of  the  number  of  small  supplies  which  are  largely  un  manned. 
This  problem  has  been  overcome  in  some  areas  by  using  "fail-safe"  apparatus. 

The  housing  scheme  at  Newington,  Craven  Arms  was  completed,  providing 
twenty-two  new  homes.  Nearly  half  the  houses  at  Burford  phase  1  we re  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year  and  one  of  the  fourteen  houses  in  St.  Stephen's  Close, 
Ludlow  was  completed. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  the  preparation  for  the  re-development 
of  the  Old  Street/Temeside  area  in  Ludlow  and  for  the  modernisation  of  the 
100  old  houses  in  Sandpits  Avenue  in  Ludlow.  The  greater  need  now  appears  to 
be  for  small  bungalows,  and  plans  are  being  made  to  provide  bungalows  at 
Church  Stretton  and  at  the  site  of  Springfield  House,  Ludlow. 

Two  sites  for  the  refuse  tip  have  been  considered  and  now  arrangements 
to  lease  a  site  have  been  made. 

A  small  extension  to  Clee  Hill  Sewage  works  has  been  made  and  schemes 
are  in  hand  for  sewerage  systems  in  Wall,  Rushbury,  Sheet,  Ludford  and 
Wistanstow.  But  a  survey  revealed  that  fourteen  villages  -  with  properties 
varying  in  number  from  20  to  60,  -  had  largely  unsatisfactory  drainage: 
some  had  septic  tanks,  but  the  remainder*  had  sink  drainage  and  pail  closets. 

So  much  still  remains  to  be  done. 

Again  I  should  like  to  thank  all  my  colleagues  for  their  willing  and 
cheerful  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

The  number  of  live  births  has  varied  little  during  the  last  three  years, 
the  figures  being  328,  332,  and  330*  The  illegitimate  live  birth  rate  is  still 
below  the  national  figure  and  the  rise  noticed  last  year  from  4  to  7  has  not 
continued,  the  figure  this  year  being  6. 

There  has  been  a  rise  in  still  births  this  year,  the  number  being  8, 
compared  with  5  l^st  year  and  6  in  the  year  prior  to  that. 

Infant  Mortality 

Only  three  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  died,  compared  with  9 
last  year  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  very  much  lower  than  the  National 
Average  and  the  rates  here  for  the  last  three  years. 

But  all  three  death®  occurred  under  the  age  of  1  week  and  so,  because 
of  the  increase  in  still  births  the  peri  natal  mortality  rate  has  not  shown 
this  improvement , in  contrast  it  has  increased  from  24  last  year  to  33* 

Too  much  emphasis  should  not  be  placed  on  isolated  rates  for  any  one 
year  from  relatively  small  numbers  such  as  these,  but  trends  should  be  watched 
carefully. 


There  were  no  illegitimate  still  births  or  Infant  Deaths. 

Deaths 

There  were  31^  deaths  this  year  -  149  males  and  165  females  -  this  being 
an  increase  of  33  on  last  year,  there  were  jb  more  female  deaths  this  year. 
The  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.8  is  almost  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  a 
little  above  last  years  figures  of  10. 5. 


(Area  comparability  factor  is  the  figure  used  to  adjust  crude  birth  and  death 
rates,  in  order  to  make  allowances  for  the  way  in  which  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  local  population  differ  from  that  in  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  and 
takes  into  account  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  the  area) .

The  increase  in  deaths  from  respiratory  infection  was  no  doubt  due  to  the 
wide  spread  influenza  which  had  appeared  in  December  and  continued  in  Early 
January, 

All  the  cases  of  lung  cancer  occurred  in  men,  and  accounted  for  2.9 %  of  all 
deaths. 

Deaths  from  all  accidents  and  cancer  of  the  lung  were  7%  of  the  total  - 
and  these  should  be  very  largely  preventable. 

This  year  there  were  16  more  births  than  deaths  but  the  estimated  mid-year 
population  hed  decreased  by  140. 


Staff 
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General  Provision  of  Health  Services 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  two  sessions  each  week  for  District 
work,  usually  of  Friday  but  varying  sometimes  to  fit  in  with  Council  and 
Committee  meetings.  If  needed  urgently,  her.  v/hereabouts  can  always  be  found 
by  telephoning  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shrewsbury,  telephone 
number  52211.  For  noh-urgent  matters,  a  message  should  be  left  at  the 
Public  Health  Department  at  these  offices. 

Particulars  of  the  other  Staff  members  are  given  in  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Laboratory  Faoili ties 

Mains  water  supplies  and  swimming  bath  water  are  tested  regularly  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  Dr.  Jones  and  his  staff  arB  always  willing 
to  give  advice  and  help  in  any  investigation  needed  in  cases  of  suspected 
food  poisoning. 

Schemes  for  making  routine  bacteriological  tests  on  birds  and  animals 
during  their  processing  at  the  various  packing  stations  and  slaughterhouses 
in  the  area  were  considered,  but  the  advice  given  from  the  Laboratory  was 
that  it  would  not  serve  any  useful  purpose.  This  was  later  confirmed  by 
a  Principal  Medical  Officer  at  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Services. 

Ambulance  Service 


The  station  is  at  Craven  Arms.  An  ambulance  is  normally  obtained  by 
a  Family  Doctor  or  through  a  hospital  but  in  cases  of  accident  it  is  obtained 
by  making  an  emergency  999  telephone  call  -  not  by  trying  to  ring  the  Craven 
Arms  station.

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homes  comfortably,  instead  of  having  to  be  removed  to  Institutions.  The

according  to  means. 

Provision  of  Nursing  Equipment,  including  incontinence  pads 

A  variety  of  equipment  can  be  obtained  on  loan  from  the  County  Health 
Office. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  Babies 

During  the  year  the  County  Council  assumed  responsibility  for  Moral  Welfare 
Services,  which  they  took  over  from  the  Hereford  Diocesan  Association.  The 
Health  Visiters  undertake  the  Case  Work. 

Family  Planning  Clinics 

The  nearest  clinics  are  held  at  Leominster,  Hereford,  Kidderminster  and 
Shrewsbury.  Details  can  be  obtained  from  Family  Doctors  or  from  Child  Welfare 
Centres.

Vaccination  and  immunisation 

Protection  against  many  of  the  infectious  diseases  is  available  from  Family  Doctors 
and  Child  Welfare  Centres  -  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
and  poliomyelitis  should  be  started  during  the  first  year  of  life  and  smallpox 
and  measles  during  the  second  year.  Protection  against  tuberculosis  is  only 
given  at  school  at  the  age  of  12  -  13  years. 

In  1970  Rubella  vaccine  was  made  available  to  girls  of  12  -  14  years  who 
had  not  had  German  measles.  This  will  remove  any  risk  later  on  of  them  getting 
Rubella  in  early  pregnancy  -  as  the  disease  in  early  pregnancy  carried  considerable 
risk  of  congenital  defects  in  the  baby.  The  vaccine  is  without  risk  unless 
given  to  pregnant  females  or  those  who  are  likely  to  become  pregnant  within 
two  months  of  vaccination. 

The  measles  vaccination  programme  has  received  a  set  back  because  of 
reports  of  reactions  to  one  preparation  of  vaccine  and  its  subsequent  withdrawal 
-  but  it  is  a  pity  that  many  children  are  not  yet  receiving  this  protection  : 
the  misery  and  possible  serious  complications  of  measles  were  suffered  by  108 
children  in  1970. 

People  travelling  abroad  are  strongly  advised  to  get  protection  against 
typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fever  and  in  certain  areas  smallpox,  cholejra  and 
yellow  fever  vaccinations  are  necessary.  All  can  be  obtained  from  the  Family 
Doctor  with  the  exception  of  yellow  fever  -  applications  for  this  should  be 
made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shirehall,  Abbey  Fore^gate, 

Shrewsbury. 
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Diseases  of  Animals 


Tuberculosis:  we  received  information  that  half  the  animals  in  one 
small  herd  were  positive  reactors  to  the  tuberculosis  tests. 

Salmonella:  we  received  notice  of  cases  of  this  in  calves  -  15.

(a)  Water  Supply 

The  frequency  of  sampling  public  mains  supplies  was  continued 
as  in  previous  years. 

(b)  Purity  of  Supplies 

The  undermentioned  samples  were  taken,  for  bacteriological  examination, 
from  public  supplies  in  the  area.  Most  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples 
were  from  the  West  Shropshire  Water  Board’s  supply  at  Church  Stretton. 

This  matter  has  caused  concern  to  the  Council  and  has  been  taken  up  with 
the  West  Shropshire  Water  Board  on  a  number  of  occasions.  It  is  understood 
that  the  Board  has  proposals  for  the  installation  of  improved  purification 
plant •

Some  septic  tank  effluent  disposal  systems  were 
replaced  where  nuisance  was  being  caused  by  unsatisfactory  effluent  disposal.

Surveys  of  existing  drainage  facilities  were  carried  out  in  various 
areas  of  the  district.

(d)  Poultry  Inspection 

Production  at  The  Grove  has  continued  to  increase.  Rejection  of  birds 
is  carried  out  by  "spotters”  at  various  points  on  the  lines.  The  majority 
of  rejects  are  removed  immediately  after  de-feathering.  Suspect  batches  are 
retained  by  the  Production  Manager  for  inspection  by  a  Public  Health  Inspector. 
High  standards  are  set  and  maintained,  regarding  both  the  rejection  of  birds  and 
the  hygiene  of  the  premises.  An  additional  large  deep  freeze  unit  was  provided 
at  the  Grove  during  the  year. 

There  is  one  small  producer  in  Ludlow  with  whom  arrangements  are  also 
made  for  a  Public  Health  Inspector  to  inspect  suspect  birds  as  necessary.

The  two  knackers  yards  in  the  district  are  owned  by  one  family  firm. 
Very  little  work  was  carried  out  at  the  Stanway  Yard.  At  the  Stanway 
yard  maggot  breeding  was  started  during  the  year  and  it  is  understood 
that  good  business  has  been  done  with  the  suppliers  to  local  fishermen. 

A  small  brick  building  has  been  used  for  this  purpose  and  no  nuisance 
whatsoever  has  been  caused. 

At  Sparchford  packed  sterilized  pet  food  is  produced.  At  this  yard 
sterilization  arrangements  are  insufficient  to  deal  with  all  the  knacker 
meat  produced.  The  surplus  unsterilized  meat  is  sent  to  authorised 
premises  outside  the  district  for  sterilization. 


Conditions  at  the  two  yards  are  satisfactory.

1 2 .  The  Meat  (Sterilization)  Regulations,  1969 

These  Regulations  introduced  new  restrictions  on  the  movement,  and  new 
requirements  on  the  sterilization,  of  unfit  meat  from  slaughterhouses  and 
knackers  yards. 

Most  of  the  meat  is  sterilized  at  premises  outside  the  district.  No 
difficulties  were  experienced  during  the  year.
